AN ARAB HEGIRA TO 
TURKEY IN ASIA.

BLOEMFONTEIN, Friday. 

A novel suggestion for the settlement of 
the Palestine problem is advanced by the 
Free State Nationalist organ, Die Volks- 
blad, which advocates the transference of 
the Arab population in Palestine to 
Turkey in Asia. 

The paper suggests that the Zionist 
organisation should buy out the Palestine 
Arabs and that the League of Nations 
should make representations to Turkey to 
receive the Arabs who, the paper says, 
probably would be a welcome accession to 
Turkish strength in Asia.

JERUSALEM, Friday. 

It is impossible to record all the 
achievements of the British police in 
Palestine, especially during the first two 
days of the disorders, before troops 
arrived. Many policemen have been 
unable to take their clothes off, much less 
go to bed, for eight days. 

Among the many acts of personal 
heroism the extraordinary feat of Super- 
intendent R. Cafferata, who was the only 
Englishman at Hebron at the time of the 
tirst outbreak, stands out. 

Alter stemming single-handed the 
savage slaughter inside the Ghetto, enter- 
ing houses alone and shooting down men 
who were in the act of murdering 
children, this wonderful man came out 
and, armed only with a revolver, with- 
stood a crowd eighty strong. 

SAVED MANY JEWS. i 

An ex-polieeman, who was“armed with 
a sword, incited the mob to kill Caffareta, 
who straightaway fired from the hip. 
Such was the effect of his onslaught that 
he succeeded ‘in disarming the whole mob, 
while another advancing mob, hearing of 
this feat of arms, laid down their own 
weapons at his approach. 

He thus saved the lives of numberless 
Jews, and, in consequence of his great 
prowess, has already been named by the 
Arabs “The man of lead.’ . 

_{Nore~+Mr. BR.» Cafferata is an all- 
round sportsman, and was at one time a 
well-known figure on the cricket and 
Rugby fields of England and Ireland. He 
has had a ‘distinguishéd military: career, 
and during the pre-truce days was 
stationed. with his unit in Portobello 
Barracks, Dublin. He served with the 
18th Battalion of the King’s (Liverpool) 
Regiment, and also with the Sherwood

[STEAMSHIP SUNK 


IN COLLISION. 


REPUTED LOSS OF 
74 LIVES. 


SURVIVORS LANDED AT 
SAN FRANCISCO,

SAN FRANCISCO, Friday. 

Seventy-four persons are believed to 
have perished in a collision, early this 
morning, between the American coastal 
steamer, San Juan, and the oil tanker, 
5. C. T. Dodd, in which the San Juan was 
sunk, 

Twenty-seven of the San Juan survivors 
are being brought to San Francisco by the 
S. €. T. Dodd, and every available 
ambulance has been sent to the water- 
front in readiness, while emergency pre- 
parations are being made in the local 
hospitals. 

The steamer Munami is continuing her 
search for further survivors, 

According to the latest information 
there were sixty-five passengers and forty- 
five crew on board the San Juan. The 
San Juan had sailed the seas for forty- 
seven years, and was one of the oldest 
ships on the Pacific. 

A despatch from Los Angeles, received 
at New York earlier in the dav, reported 
that the oil tanker, 8. C. T. Dodd, and 
the steamer San Juan were in collision 
off Pigeon Point. 

From Seattle came a message stating 
thet searchlights played on the water 
while the passengers and crew of the 
San Juan screamed for help. The S. C. T. 
Dodd's boats picked up the San Juan’s 
survivors. It is thought that the San 
Juan was unable to launch all her boats. 
A boat which put out from the motor ship 


Frank Lynch was reported to be coming | 


back laden with rescued passengers. The 
water was strewn with wreckage. 

The San Juan, according to one report, 
sank almost immediately. The steamship 
Munami is said to have rescued two boat- 
loads of passengers, and to have been 
standing by the San Juan while she sank.

about this man. He falls; and fie gets up 
again. His virtue—and he had maby virtues

to man upon earth? 

Steele is out in the open air,-out in the 
fray; he gives and takes smashirig ‘bldws ; 
but he bears uo malice, He is geverous, im- 
petuous, often unjust, but never mean in his 
wrath. He is the truest of friends, and the 
staunchest of partisans. _ To women and 
children he is the tenderest of men, . No 
man has drawn truer or more charming 
scenes of the joys and of the sortows of 
happy married unions. They are taken from 
the wholesome life that went, om behind all 
the wild scenes of the town, whith fill so 
disproportionate a piace’ on the stage and in 
most light literature. No finer homage was 
ever paid a lady than he has paid, no truer 
Statemeyt made than this, that “when due 
regard is not paid to the honour of women all 
human society is assaulted,”’ 

His love and understanding of children, 
his sympathy with them and his delicht in 
their company, are shown in many letters. 
He loves them of all ages, and his love. 
contined to children of his own. 

A good answer ‘to the ridicule cast upon 
the moral and religious exhortations of this 
Christian hero is given by Gay—no rigid 
censor of human frailties. “It is incredible,”’ 
he writes two months after in the first 
Spectator, “to conceive the effects hig writ- 
ings have had upon the town; how ‘many 
thousand follies they either 
banished or given a very great check to; 
how much countenance they have added to 
virtue and religion.’’ 

And Steele, as becomes a repentant sinner, 
is humble. His humility, as well as his 
humour, would have forbidden him to call 
anybody to his death-bed to “see 
Christian can die.”

Some. isolated. attacks 
liad been checked, while others..which had 
been threatening came to nothing. 


SEVENTY ARRESTS. 

Early to-day seventy Arabs were arreste¢ 
at Quionia in connection with the repeated 
attacks which had been made on the Jewish 
Colony of Moza. Some 1,500 Bedouins, after 
corcentrating in the south, moved on Ramleh, 
but dispersed after the intervention of the 
civil authorities, and returned to the Beer- 
sheba district. Transjordan was quiet. 

The casualties to date were reported as 
being 164 killed and 272 wounded. These 
tigures did not include those casualties in- 
flicted by the troops and persons not yet 
taken into hospital. 

The intervention of the troops in Qulonia 
was carried out effectively. The village was 
recently visited by the District Commissioner, 
who warned the inhabitants that, if they 
made auv more attacks or fired again on the 
police, action would be taken. 

Nevertheless, some houses and a large mill 
were burned during the next two nights. 
To-day at 4 a.m. troops and police surrounded 
the village and arrested the men, including 
some from other villages. who were impli- 
cated.

The Free State Government's Greater 
Dublin proposals, which were sum- 
marised in  yesterday’s .“ brish 
Times,” have heen very generally 
discussed in Dublin City and suburbs.

Dublin and the townships, but only a 
few were willing to make statements 
on the subject. ‘ 

Most of the coastal representatives gave 
the scheme their qualified approval. 


“UNDEMOCRATIC,” 


A RATHMINES OPINION, 
Mrs. Mary T. Kettle, Chairman of 
District Council, said 
that she would only criticise the proposals 
on general principles. 

“My Council and ~ myself 
though we are opposed to it, this thing 
will come, whether we will it or not,” she 
said, “ but-we are prepared to make some 
suggestions in the hope that they will have 
some effect. The whole crux of the matter 
is the propdsal to set up managers in 
conjunction with both elective bodies. As 
far as I can understand, these managers 
will have certain plenary powers, parti- 
cularly im the matter of the levying of 
rates, and they are going to be appointed 
by the Government for the first few years. 
This I consider to be most undemocratic. 
These managers will be nothing more 
than the ordinary efficient Town Clerk, 
but with certain plenary powers which 
will render them in those respects in- 
dependent of the (onn ils 

‘It is, furthermore, in the most 
portant respects that these managers wll 
be independent of the control of the 
Councils—namely, in the levying of rates; 

“Now the Councils are to consist of 
the elected representatives of the 
new boroughs; and, instead of having full 
powers vested in them for the administra- 
tion of their areas, and the control of 
their officials, the most integral purpose 
of their being will be lacking. In other

“The County Borough Council is to be 
composed of twenty-one elected members, 
but as to how these representatives are 
to be distributed over the townships I do 
not know. It would appear, however, 
that Rathmines will have only four or 
five representatives, whereas to day on its 
own Council it has twentv-one members. 


RATHMINES WANTS JUSTICE. 


“ Being in the minority on that Council 
would mean that the representatives ol 
the Rathmines area would really. have 
very little say in the control of matters 
appertaining to théir own township. This 
is a matter that is causing vreat appre- 
hension among the people of Rathmines, 
and they want justice, whatever happens. 

“Tf we were assured that the managers 
would be under the direct and full control 
of the Councils, and that the Rathmines 
Township would met a fair and, proper 
representation on tne County Borough 
Council, it would go far towards recon- 
Giling the people to what is to come and 
towards yiving them confidence in the 
ultimate effect of the .proposed, scheme. 

“More than any other of the town- 
ships, Rathmines, as a township, is self- 
sufficient. It has its own waterworks 
undertaking and electricity supply 
works—or, at least, it had—its own exeel- 
lent technical schools and Jibrari§s, etc., 
so that it is going to be hard hit by these 
proposals. 

“In fact,” said Mrs. Kettle*in conclu- 
sion, “if a plebiscite of the citizens ol 
the township. were taken, it would be 
found that the vast majority are against 
the present proposals.”

the. extension of the. city boundaries 
snd for the formation ot! the coastal 
townships into a borovgh. The. ad- 
vantages of such a umon were obvious, 
as the administration and development 
of the whole area could be more economic- 
ally and efficiently carried out by one 
staff and one Council than under the 
multiplied systems at present existing. 

“Tt is quite clear,”’ he said, ' that con- 
siderable saving can be efiected by 
centralised administration. Economies 
can-be effected in placing contracts by 
unifying the control of public works, and 
much better results can be secured in 
matters of housing, drainage, cleansing, 
road-making and fire brigade, and for the 
disposal of household retuse, etc. — An

the Dun Laoghaire, Blackreck, Dalkey 
Borough Bill, which was submitted to the 
Oireachtas in the year 1924, and is at 
present before the Senate. i 

He believed that the bigger area, with 
ité bigger problems of administration and 
identity of interest, could be best served 
through the agency ol a local Corporation 
conversant with local needs, and that it 
would succeed in attracting the best type 
of citizen into its government 

Mr. Triston concluded: “We do not 
favour the amalgamation of the townships. 
ata measure of selfish isolation, 
béeause there is a strong public rentiment 
behind it. We consider that it 1s the best 
way of working ont the evolution of the 
area with a maximuin of freedom, in 
harmony with the best interests of its 
neighbours.” 


BLACKROCK. 


Mr. T. J. McKenna, Chairman, Black- 
rock Urban District Council, said that it 
would be premature to comment on the 
proposals, except in a _ very general 
manner, until the actual text of the new 
bill became available. If the published 
forecast was correct, he believed that on 
the whole the measure would meet with a 
favourable reception, and it would 
cettainly furnish very valuable materia: 
for consideration by those who took an 
interest in the future municipal govern- 
ment of Dublin and its adjoining districts. 

As regards the praposed delimitation of 
the new areas of jurisdiction, he viewed the 
départure from the spacious idealism of the 
Greater Dublin Commission's Report as a 
sensible recognition of the actual present-day 

ition and tendency of urban development 
in the immediate environs of Dublin. At the 
same time. it was sxtisfactory to note that 
provision would be made for the gradual in- 
clusion. as and when desired, of additional 
areas forming part of the far-flung territory 
defined in the report of the Commission. 
However rapid might be the growth of the 
metropolis, a great portion of this territory 
would be purely agricultural in character for 
generations to come, and would, therefore, 
require a totally different type of administra: 
tinn from that which was desirable in the 
case of clearly-defined urbanised or sem!- 
urbanised areas. 

NEED FOR SAFEGUARDS. 

He thought that the incorporation of the 
urban districts of Pembroke and Rathmines in 
in the new capital had been generally antici- 
pated as one of the inevitable results of any 
schemé of municipal re-organisation. It was, 
however, a principle of social justice that in 
the establishment of any new order directed 
towards the benefit of the general community, 
there should be reasonable safeguards for 
minorities whose interests might be in danger 
of being adversely affected by th> change. 
It was to be hoped, therefore, that suitable 
machinery would be provided by the bill for 
the protection of the legitimate interests of 
the residents of Pembroke and Rathmines— 
which were excellently-managed townships— 
when they disappeared as separate entities 
under the new régime. 

He thoroughly approved of the proposal 
to grant complete local autonomy to the new 
coastal borough, as he had regarded’ the 
original proposal of a quasi-subordinate body 
as one of the few weak points in the report 
of the Greater Dublin Commission. He had 
for several years advocated the city mance: 
system as the ideal system of municipal go- 
vernment, and felt that its adaptation to the 

jal needs of Dublin and the south coastal 
area, coupled with a broad, generous measure 
of control by elected representatives of tho 
people, would be prdouctive of far-reaching 
results that would be satisfactory an’ 
beneficial to a very high degree.

I am in favour of a coastal borough. but | 
am opposed to the bili as outlined in this 
morning’s newspapers.

As it ‘stands, I believe it is*not the last word 
so fd as the local -government of the town- 
ships is concerted. ‘There are principles 
embodied in the bill that are not mm accord 
with my views with regard to the best means 
of managing public affairs. The powers, as 
arranged and distributed between the elected 
body and the official called the manager, are 
not such as ¢ommend themselves to” the 
public. 


QUESTION OF CONTROL. 


I believe that the elected representatives 
of the people who foot the bill should. not 
be so restricted in their power as they would 
be if this bill were passed into law. It does 
not give the amount of control to the people 
who pay that they ought to have. I believe 
in giving the fullest possible freedom to the 
people, and in inculcating the spirit of citizen 
ship, and making them realise that they have 
serious responsibilities. Anything that cribs 
or confines the authority of the ratepayers 
unnecessarily will eventually do more harm 
than good, and the effects on the citizens as 
a whole will not be for the good oí the 
mlate, 


RECASTING NECESSARY. 


Why, in the proposed Coastal Borough Bill, 

sbould the townships be placed in the 
humiliating position of having to elect a 
Council and a Mayor to be managed by an 
official? Why put an official in charge of 
the borough's purse? The only advantage 
that can accrue from such radical and ievolu- 
tionary changes ig that the problems which 
the communities of cities and urban areas 
have to solve, and the number of matters of 
a varied and intricatg kind, which they. have 
to attend to, will be attended to more ex- 
yeditiously. The manager may get the work 
dene-more expeditiously, but he wil not get 
it done more cheaply or more efficiently than 
the Council. The bill, as outlined, badly 
neeús recasting. 
The bill proposes to elect a 
eleven Elsa ré triennially to play-act at 
controiling the new coastal borough. If such 
a body should at all exist, the number of 
members might be usefully increased in the 
ease of the proposed coastal . borough, 
although I appreciate the fact that, in 
general, the smaller a public body is the 
more efficient it will be in the discharge uí 
its duties. i 

The functious and control that the Council 
and its Mayor will exercise over the manage! 
will be just as nebulous as those that the 
Governor-General exercises over the Executive 
Council of the Irish Free State.

policy im Palestine was denounced in fiery 
terms. Among the protests read was one 
signed by ' Young Bagdad Israelites, de- 
ploring the Zionist movement, and associat- 
themselves with their Moslem friends 
in condemning the state of 
affairs which had made the recent events 
in Palestine possible. At the same time, 
all the sprskers counselled moderation, re- 
ferring to the traditional friendship bet ween 
Moslems and Jews in Bagdad. 

At the meeting prayers were offered for 
the souls of the Moslems who had been 
killed in Palestine, and afterwards four 
thousand demonstrators joined in a proces- 
sion aud marched to the King’s Palace, where 
further protests were made against Zionism. 

A JEW’S ERROR. 

This demonstration led to an unfortunate 
incident; for when the procession was return. 
ing an excited Jewish shopkeeper, thinking 
His life was in danger, fired his revolver at 
the demonstrators, wounding one of them. 
He was bnmediately attacked by the crowd, 
and so severely handled that he had to be 
taken to hospital, 

Ten minor casualties were also reported. 

Mounted police charged the crowds, who 
were endeavouring to hold other demonstra- 
tions in the streets. 


SCHNEIDER TROPHY.

ITALIAN . MACHINES “ LIKE 
BABY WHALES.” 


British and Italian seaplanes which are 
‘to compete-for the Schneider Trophy lay 
side by side at Calshot Aerodrome yester- 
day, giving an opportunity to make com- 
parisons. The two Italian Macchi machines 
are ‘blood-red in colour, the fuselage olf 
‘both is much shorter than that of either 
the Golden Racer or the Blue Rocket, 
and appears considerably stouter. 

The stream-lining, however, is very 
fascinating, and gives an impression of 
speed. The Macchi machine resembles a 
baby whale, with white, glittering fins. 

All the Italian pilots flew around the 
Schneider course yesterday afternoon in 
two Southampton-Napier seaplanes, and 
Flying Officer Atcherley, in the second of 
the Super-Marine Rolls-Royce ‘planes, 
made a very satisfactory flight of over 
twenty minutes’ duration mainly over the 
course. Once or twice he climbed to a 
height of four or five thousand feet, and 
at the end of an ‘almost vertical dive 
flattened out and roared across the three- 
kilometre course. His speed was estimated 
to be in the region of three hundred and 
fifty miles per hour. 

THE SECRET ’PLANES. 


In eleven of the largest covered wagons 
ever run over a British railway, the 
secret seaplanes with which Italy will 
attempt to lift the Schneider Trophy were 
landed at..Harwich from. the Zeebrugge. 
Harwich train ferry late last night. Each 
of the wagons was sealed, and was forty- 
eight feet ‘long. They were specially 
constructed for this ferry service in Italy, 
and on reaching England had travelled 
over a thousand miles.. They carried, 
in addition to the seaplanes, motor boats 
and a large quantity of spares and aero- 
nautical material. 

Immediately the wagons arrived a 
special train was formed and set out for 
Southampton, which, it is expected, will 
be reached some time this morning. 

A party of sixty Italian engineers, 
acronautical experts and mechanics also 
travelled by the Zeebrugge-Harwich route 
to England during the night on their way 
to Calaheot. 


LEAGUE OF NATIONS 
CONVENTIONS. 


GREAT BRITAIN AND 
RATIFICATION. 


REUTER’ 8 CORRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Friday. 

A principle of considerable importance 
underlies the intimation made by Mr. 
Dalton, the Under-Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, at this morning’s meeting of the 
Council, to the effect that the British dele- 
gation would raise in the Assembly the 
general question of the ratification of 
agreeménts and conventions concluded 
under the auspices of the League. 

Great Britain, it is pointed out, has 
set an excellent example in this respect. 
Of 43 conventions so concluded she has 
already ratified 35, and is ready to 
ratify the others, Only 22, however, have 
been actually ratified by all the parties 
concerned. Great Britain’s desire to 
hasten ratification of agreements and con- 
ventions still outstanding, in order that 
they may be brought into effective opera- 
tion, provides, it is added, yet another 
proof of her interest in the success of the 
League's work.

CONFERENCE. 


‘PREVENTION OF POTATO 
BLIGHT. 


ATTITUDE, OF \ THE 
FARMERS. . | 
———€ . 


LUNDON, tego 
The elation oí the weather to plant 
diseases was discussed at the Conference of 
Empire Me ists, resumed at the Civil 
Service Commission to-day.. Mr. C. E. 
Foister, B.A., Path ical Divisien, 
a rg of Agriculture for Scotland, 
said— 


‘"& century sor more ago the diseases of 
crop plants were attributed direetly and solely 
to adverse weather conditions. At a later 
period ‘scientists, on discovering that certain 
micro-organisms were res ible for these 
diseases, concluded that the view previously 
held was entirely erroneous. Later it became 
evident that in certain years some diseases 
were conspicuous by their severity, and others 
by their mildness or even complete absence, 
while the order was reversed when the weather 
conditions were different, ‘This work is still 
in its mfancy, and not until more extended 
data became available can the prevalence of 
epidemics in crops be correlated with cer- 
tainty. with specific weather conditions. 

“ What is really needed is a system of 
weather forecasting sufficiently detailed and 
accurate to permit the advising of growers 
that certain diseases are sure to appear 
because the coming weather will be favour- 
able to their onset. Acting on such advice, 
the grower would then be able to take pre- 
ventive measures to ward off attack. 

‘* Potato blight is a disease of special 
interest to Ireland, aud is of definite economic 
importance. It starts only at relatively cool 
temperatures, but afterwards warm weather 
is needed for its development into an 
epidemic. Air temperature affects the pro- 
gress of disease chiefly by influencing the rate 
of 1 Ser ys of the fungus in the tissues of 
the host plant, and also in the production of 
spores. 

‘‘ A high temperature favours the extension 
of the potato blight fungus from the tubers 
into the growing shoots.. Because the manner 
in which epidemics of potato blight really 
originate is not fully understood, this point 
is of interest. The incidence of warm weather 
would facilitate the primary appearance of 
the fungus, while cold weather would check 
t. 


j 


‘‘A further relation of temperaiure to 
plant disease is in the way in which it in- 
fluences diseases contracted from the soil. 
As the soil temperatures are more stable 
than atmospheric ones, the data thus obtained 
are more realistic for use in this work. 

“One ofthe principal effects of soil tem- 
perature,’ Mr. Foister continue], ‘is upon 
the germination of spores, influencing as it 
‘loes loth the percentage and the rate of ger- 
mination. 

“‘Apple scab is another disease materially 
affected by the weather. The possibility of 
infection begins as soon as the tips of the 
sépals emerge from the fruit buds, and it 
lasts until from two to four weeks after petal 
fall. Again, although it may at no time be 
absolutely at a standstill, infection occurs 
readily im the autumn, when fruits and 
crn iar be attacked if cool, moist weather 
occurs. 


Concluding his paper, Mr. Foieter said :— 
“ There can be no doubt that meteorological 
factors do determine to a great extent out- 
breaks and epidemics of most plant diseases.”’ 

Mr. A. E. Muskett, Queen’s University, 
Belfast, gave some account of the work at 
Hillsborough, County Down, under the 
Faculty of Agriculture, Queen’s University, 
and the Agricultural Institute of Northern 
Ireland. 

Both potato blight and apple scab are 
epidemic. Information is obtaimed from all 
reliable sources regarding weather conditions 
which are likely to bring about disease, and 
w& “b” are issued in the Press. 

Mr. Muskett suggested that forecasts of 
comipg disease would not, be of much practi- 
cal value, because farmers would only spray 
in their own time without regard to the 
urgency of the case. 

“In the case of smut, would farmers risk 
their oat crop if told of coming disease com- 
puted trom meteorological data,” psked Mr. 
Muskett. Personally, he thought not, boi 
Mr. Foister, in reply, considered that this 
view was erroneous, and it was only necessary 
to assure farmers of the accuracy‘ of the 
forecasting to enable adequate precautions to 
be taken. At present the necessary 
meteorologica: data are not available. 

In the discussion that followed, Mr. C. G 
Hansford, Uganda, said that plant diseases 
depend on extremes of climate; while Mr. F. 
E. G. Smith, of Jamaica, emphasised the im- 
portance of rainfall.

JAILS CROWDED WITH ITS 
DEVOTEES.

Both the city jails are overflowing with 
nude and partially-clothed Doukhobors, 
members, of the Sons of Freedom sect, who 
were staging a parade to protest against 
the provincial compulsory ¢éducation 
regulations.

When the police proceeded to arrest 
four nude Doukhobors seventy-five other 
demonstrators disrobed and commenced 
chanting.

A lorry-load of clothing 
was brought into the prison yards, but 
many of the Doukhobors still refuse to 
don clothing.

English farm, on behalf of the Northern Ire- 
land Ministry of Agriculture, has been a 


+ great s 


uccess. 

In view of the fact that the climate of 
Northern Ireland has proved to be unsuitable 
for the completely ‘satisfactory raising of 
these crops, the Ministry, during the past 
two years, has approached farmers in the 
south-east counties óf England. 

Last year a measdre of success rewarded 
their efforts on a Southend farm. This 
summer a large crop has been raised at Lam- 
bourne Hall, near Rochford, Essex, a large 
farm belonging to Mr. H. Cottis. There a 
flax crop of nineteen varieties has been pulled, 
and it awaits threshing. 

Mr. Cottis said to-day that the crop, which 
had been raised under the supervision of a 
Ministry official, had been most succeseful. 
The summer is so short in Northern Ireland 
that crops have been badly affected by the 
rain, he said. A Ministry official superin- 
tended the ploughing of my land, the sowing 
of the seed and the pulling of the ripe crop. 

“ Flax,” he added, “has to be pulled by 
hand; the reaping machine used for wheat 
and other grain is no good for flax. We shall 
not know definitely the extént of the experi- 
mént’s success until the threshing has been 
carried out, Both the soil and the climatic 
conditions of Essex seem te be much more 
suitable for the raising of flax than these of 
Northern Ireland. 


NATIONALISATION 
OF MINES. 


COOK AT BELFAST 
MEETING, 


- 


MK. 


Mr. Arthur J. Cook, General 
of the Miners’ Federation of Great Britain, 
was the principal speaker last night at a 
demonstration in Belfast, organised by the 
National Council of Labour Colleges. 

Mr. Cook said that they would see the 

mines nationalised by the Labour Government 
before the first session of Parliament var 
over. He went on to say that he had Leen 
banned from many places, but Ireland had 
not hanished-him yet. 
_ Speaking of the need for improved condi- 
tions for the workers, he said that some of 
the best manhood had left Ireland in order 
to get a livelihood and the recognition they 
deserved. Ireland's joss, he added, was 
England's gain. The emigration that took 
virile lads away from Ireland had resulted 
from the poverty of Belfast and the unfair 
industrial conditions that existed. 


INDUSTRY AND COMMERCE. 

Speaking of international commerce and 
industry, Mr. Cook said that financial 
capital controlled industrial capital. — “ You 
cannot seperate industry,’ he continued. 
“Ireland cannot be separated from England, 
even if Ireland waited to be: nor can we 
be* separated from Germany. It was not a 
racial question. It was an industrial and an 
economic one. 

In conclusion, he referred to the many 
changes ‘that he had seen in the trades 
union movement, and recalled the time when 
he went “cap in hand” to Liberal and 
Conservative Parliaments. Now things had 
chsnged. and Cabinet Ministers came to ;on- 
sult bim. 

_Mr. J. Jagger, President of the National 
Umon of Distributive and Allied Workers, in 
the course of his speech, . said that the 
Nationa) Couneit of Labour Colleges had not 
got so great an influence ja Iréland as in 

ngland, Scotland and Wales, but they heaped 
that that would he one of the matters 
remedied..in the near future. He thought 
that it was little less than a tragedy that the 
Belfast Co-operative Society was not associ- 
ated with the work of the College.

ROMAN PRELATE TO

MEMBER OF CONGREGA- 
TION OF PROPAGANDA.

_ Monsignor Marchetti, Secretary of the 
Congregation of Propaganda, left here 
to-day for Ireland 

The Pope to-day received mn audience 
Monsignor G. B Anselmo, Bishop of 
Dinajpur and Monsignor Nuti. Vicar 
Apostolic in Egypt. 

His Holiness conversed with them about 
the religious conditions in the respective 
territories under their jurisdiction. 

Notre—The Congregation de Propa- 
ganda Fide is composed of members of the) 
Roman Catholic Hierarchy, and was in- 
stituted for the propagation of that Faith 
and the Government of that Church in 
non-Catholic countries. The institution 
was originated by Pope Gregory XIII. 
(1572-64), but it was fully established by 
Gregory XV., who, in 1622, established a 
special Congregation for the purpose. This 
his successor, Urban VIII., extended and 
endowed, annexing a college for the 
education of missionaries to the several 
countries. One great feature of that 
college has been to provide for such work 
natives of the several countries, who are 
conveyed to Rome at an early age for the 
purpose of beiny specially educated in all 
the necessary learning of & missionary. 

This Congregation condycts the affairs, 
not only of the missionary countries 
properly so-called, but also of those in 
which the Hierarchical organisation is not 
full and formal. The College of the 
Propaganda (says Chambers's Encyclo- 
padia) is a noble institution, with some 
two hundred pupils of all countries, 
tongues and complexions, who are not 
only maintained and edneated gratuitously 
irom a very early age, but are equipped 
and sent forward to their several destina- 
tions at the charge of the institution. }t 
possesses a valuable library (50,000 
volumes) and museum, and a polyglot 
printing press .

A BOON TO TRAVELLERS. 


Arrangements have been made for the inter- 
change of return tickets issued ‘by the Great 
Southern Railways and the Irish Omnibus 
Company on the trains and omnihuses plying 
between Dublin and the West of I?land. 

This step marks a big advance im the co- 
ordinatiom of rail and road transport and the 
elimination of unnecessary competition. It 
means, in effect, that a traveller booking 4 
return ticket’ by the Irish Omnibus Com- 
pany’s service from, say, Ballina to Dublin 
can, if he so desires, exchange the return 
portion at Broadstone booking office and me- 
turn by any of the Great Southern Railway 
trains. Similarly a passenger booking a rail- 
way return from Kingsbridge to Tullamore 
can, if he finds it more convenient, return to 
the city by the Irish Omnibus service with- 
out extra charge. 

The arrangement will be a great con- 
venience to the travelling public, and it is to 
be hoped that the companies will in time see 
their way to extend it to other areas.
